The art of Historical composition owes 
its origin to the institutions of Political 


Freedom. 


Under the despotisins of the 


Ganges and the Indus, poetry flourished, 
with oriental luxuriance, trom the earliest 
times; but in the immense compass of that 
rich, primeval literature, there is uo History, 


in the high seuse of that term.

cau scarce be questioned that the style of 
Homer is quite as periect and polished as 
that of any of his successors. ‘Lhe cause 
of this apparent anomaly is, that the lan- 
guage had not only been spoken for many 
centuries, by a people of great ingenuity and 
extraordinary good taste, but had been care- 
fully cultivated by the recitation of poetical 
compositions, on a great variety of religious 
and testive cecasions. 

it was vot until the legislation of Solon 
had laid the fouadation of free political in- 
stitutions, and these institutions had unfold- 
ed a free and powerful and active political 


cussion of public affuirs, in the Senate and 
the popular Assembly, had created deliber- 
ative eloquence; and the open administra- 
tion of Justice in the Courts; and under the 
Laws established by Solon, bad applied to 
the transactions between the citizens, all the 
resources of retined logic, and drawn into 
the sphere of civil rights and obligations 
the power of high forensic oratory—it was 
not until these results of the legislative wis- 
dom of Solon had -been attained, that -the 
art of history rose and flourished in Greece. 
With the decline of Grecian liberty, began 
the decline in the art of historical compo- 
sition. Histories were written under the 
Grecian hings of Egypt; and a long line 
of writers flourished under the Byzantine 
Emperors; but the high art of historical 
composition, as perfected in the master 
works of Herodotus, ‘Thucydides and Xen- 
‘phon, had perished in the death of political 
treedom. 

‘The origin, progress, and decline of His- 
tory,2s an Art, were nearly the same in 
Kome. Sallust and Livy flourished at the 
close of the Republic and the commence- 
ment of the Empire. The great works of 
Tacitus himself are thought by many to 
betray the beginnings of decline in the art, 
and later writers exhibits its tall. 

‘The art of history agai revived with the 
rise of the Italian Kepublics ; and since the 
revival ot literature at the close of the Mid- 


| dle Ages, it will probably be found that 


three things naturally rise into importance 
together ; that say, civil liberty, elo- 


| quence, and the art of historical writing. 


In the History of the United States there 
are three epochs. The first extends from 
the origin and settlement of the Colonies, 
respectively, tothe year 1774. Daring this, 
much the longest period, the history of the 
country is the history of separate commu- 
nities and governments, with different laws 
and institutions, though all were of a com- 
inon origin; not identical indeed, though 
having a strong family resemblance, and 
having more or less re.erence to the Con- 
stitution, und common law of the pareut 
country. 

In all these governments the principle of 
popular representation more or less prevail- 
ed. It existed in the State Governments, 
in counties, in large districts, and in town- 
ships and parishes. And it is not irrelevant 
to remark, that, by the exercise of the rights 
enjoyed under these popular principles, the 
whole people becaine to be prepared, be- 
yond the example of all others, for the ob- 
servance of the same principles in the estab- 
lishment of national institutions and the ad- 
mistration of sovereign powers.

A large piece of the Horse Stoe Falls 
fell in, on the American side betwecn Goat 
Izland the Tower, on the 2d Feb. 


Accordingly vast spaces are surrounded by 
massive granite walls, forming huge basins 
or rectangular reservoirs, capable of con- 
taining variously from one to five hundred 
vessels each. ‘lhe entrance is defended, as 
in canal locks, with water gates. Ships 
entering at high-tide have always a secure 
berth, and ample depth of water. Vast 
ranges of warehouses are built around the 
sides of these docks; and are employed in 
connection with them for commercial pur- 
ses. 

It happened about the year 1800 that 
the citizens of Liverpool, upon the occur- 
rence of a fire in connection with one of 
these docks, petitioned Parliament to have 
a clause inserted in the charter of the city, 
by which all fres and lights should be for- 
bidden ov board of vessels lying in these 
docks, lest, pent up together, and lying 
coutizuous to those enormous warehouses, 
there should be terrible conflagrations. 

The results were most disastrous to the 
moral and social interests of all foreign 
sailors. ‘The English sailor arriving in port 
was discharged. But American and other 
foreign sailors, forbidden to have fire on 
shipboard, or even lights, could not remain 
in the damp, cold and cheerless darkness of 
the forecastle, and of necessity were driven 
to lodging houses. ‘These were of the 
worst description. The sailor was debau- 
ched, plucked and ruined. Indeed, a crew, 
after a few weeks’ stay in Liverpool, be- 
came so demoralized and enfeebled, that 
they were scarcely capable of doing duty 
for the first half, and by far most danger- 
ous portion, of the home voyage. 

‘The same regulations did not prevail in 
the London Docks, and the contrast be- 
tweeo the moral condition of crews and 
officers sailing to Liverpool and London 
was the strongest testimony to the ‘pernic- 
ious results of this regulation. Shipmasters 
have told us that it was a rare thing for a 
young man running between New York 
and Liverpool ever to rise or turn out well. 
The temptations were sure to overpower 
him, and early to fasten habits upon him 
fatal to good conduct and trustworthiness. 

This state of things coutinued almost 
without an effort at- remedy, though with 
many sighs and mournings og, the part of 
benevolent men concerned in erican 
shipping, for fifty years. In September of 
1851 the restriction was taken off, aud now 
both fire and lights are permitted in the 
Liverpool Docks. 

The history of the effort by which this 


if for nothing else, to show bow much one 
resolute man can effect if he have a kiad 
heart and a determined purpose. 

Capt. Eben. Knight, then of the packet 
ship New World, determined in the year 
1850 to have this gross wrong righted. 
Many of his fellow shipmasters said that 
there was no use in stirring; that nothing 
could be done; that he was not in America, 
where. people were used to such interfer- 
ence. 

With a few noble English gentlemen, 
who agreed to back him in this movement, 
and with the European Times ou his side, 
he began. Collecting information, he laid 
it before the Dock Committee. ‘lhey la- 
mented the evils, sighed, and did nothing. 
A series of articles written by an emi- 
nent English writer, Chas. Mackay, Esq., 
appeared, we believe, in the European 
Temes. After waiting awhile, and finding 
that the Dock Committee would do nothing, 
Captain Knight called a peblic meeting, 
procured suitable officers, speakers, and 
made a strong speeeh himself, uttering such 
uoble sentiments as these 

“i have no personal object,” said he, “in 
trying to remove this cruel restriction. I 
mean,” he continued, “ that lam warm and 
comfortable at my hotel, the Waterloo, 
every night. ‘There I can partake of every 
necessary of life, and it may be, of every 
luxury. But when | think of my crew, the 
men in whose morals and comforts | am 
compelled, by conscientious conviction, to 
take an interest—when I reflect that they 
are far away from their homes, and must 
either find their way to a damp hammock 
ou ship board, in the depth of winter, with- 
outa eandle to light or fire to warm them, 
and that they must either sit in this state of 
privation on board the vessel which ought 
to be their home, or become the inmates of 
a low boarding-house, with every tempta- 
tion surrounding them to injure their morals 
and their health—I am, I confess, amazed 
at the cruelty which dictated the depriva- 
tion, and at the folly, not to say wicked- 
ness, which has continued it. Liverpool,” 
he added, “ is the only seaport in the world 
where a system so unjust and tyrannous 
exists. I have been in every seaport of an 
extent on the face of the habitable globe 
and this port is the only one where a com. 
mander can be said to be withous any 
over his crew.” 

Finding that a more potent lever must 
applied, Capt. Knight availed himself of the 
existence of a rival Dock Company upon 
‘the opposite shore of the Mersey, the Birk.

enhead Dock Company. Their docks were 
not yet completed; the time prescribed by_ 
the charter had nearly expired, and the con- 
ductors were much discou | 

The great American house of Brown, 
Shipley & Co., entered te nan 
with this Company to remove = 
of American op frum the Liverpool 
Docks to those of énhead, upon the 
completion of the Docks, if thia anjust re- 
striction upon lights and fire were not re- 
moved. It was needful to obtain from Par- 
liament arr extension of time for the com- 
pletion of the Docks. Capt. Knight went 
up to London, asked for a Committee of 
Parliament, went saawocna' before it, and 
gave such an unanswerable statement of 
faets and reasons as gained for him the re- 
sult sought. 

This done, upon his return voyage to 
New York, in September of 1850, we be- 
lieve, he peckntin a meeting of the princi- 
pal ship owners and shippers, and obtained 
from them a strong paper, complaining of 
the evils of the regulation of the Liverpool 
Docks, and declaring their intention to re- 
move their whole interest to Birkenhead if 
the grievance were not remedied. 

This was a home thrust. The interest of 
Liverpool was threatened. The Deck 
Committee woke up. They were amazed 
to see things hurried so ; they always meant 
to do something, but they thought the Ca 
tain unnecessarily in haste. He thought 
differently, and would not delay, 
sult was an application to Parliament to 
change the clause of their charter, so that 
fire and lights might be permitted. ‘The 
petition was granted. And on the 9th of 
September, 1851, we believe, the sailors 
were for the first time allowed in Liverpool 
the privilege accorded in every other port 
of the globe, of making their ship comfort- 
able by warmth and cheerful light. 

While Capt. Knight was much indebted 
for suggestions and for cooperation to many 
English geatlemen, yet it is agreed that he 
was himself not only the prime mover, but 
the energetic leader throughout, without 
whom the reform would not have been ef- 
fected. All honor to his philanthropy, his 
zeal and his determined perseverance! It 
is a more gratifying victory because achiev- 
ed by an American shipmaster. It shows 
what resolution ean do in a good cause. It 
is an example which ought not to fall to 
the ground. If Christians had the same 
fearless decision, the same invincible deter- 
mination that Capt. Knight had, what would 
they not achieve { Said he, when once pre- 
dicted failure— 

“I have never yet failed in anything I 
have undertaken, and I am diardly likely to 
fail in this effort, for | am prepared to show 
the Dock authorities that more real danger 
is at present to be apprehended from the 
irregulae and illegitimate use of lights on 
shipboard than from their use under proper 
and judicious regulations. He went fur-

‘how they could, for half a centary, have 
subjected the poor tar to such a barbarous 
me cruel regulation; but few of them, in 
in all probability, will care to remember 
that they owe the change to one clever, 
energetic and philanthropic man—Captain 
Knight, of the New World.” 

Since the change, a ship-master informs 
us that his crew did not lose a single day 
while in port; whereas, formerly, such was 
the effects of spending the nights on shore, 
that every man lost from six days to eight 
and ten, and, sometimes their whole time. 
The men are better fed, better lodged, more 
contented on ship board than they could be 
in boarding houses; and it is said that the, 
harpy shops and dens do not take, by a 
pound a week, so much as before this 
change. When the number of these places 
is considored the saving is very great. 
Thousands of young men will owe their very 
preservation, their success in life, and their 
very life itself, to this most philanthropic re- 
form We may even hope to see in the 
Liverpool trade what has never been seen, 
but what is not uncommon in the London 
ships—young men rising all the 

des of service to the command of ships. 
Tere is not now, probably, a single man 
that ever rose to be a ship-master, who sail- 
ed as boy to Livenpuel. They were de- 
stroyed too soon, 

We ourselves crossed the ocean with 
Capt. Knight while he was ia the very midst 
o* this work, and remember not only his 
deep and truly Christian interest, bat also 
the entire certainty with which he reckon- 
ed on success.

Gila River. The Sierra Nevada, loaded 
with goverement stores for Camp Yumas, 
had reached the mouth of that river, Feb. 
17th. From that point, the supplies are to 
be moved up by flat boats. Their delivery 
will not be completed, it is stated, before 
the Ist of July. On the first trip, one boat 
was swamped and everything lost.

For ten miles, it ig sta- 
ted, they waded through water thigh dpep.

ane not a little, in spite of the enorinous ex- 


aggeration on almost every page, not alone 
as regards the missionaries—but touching, 
also, the scenery, business, wild tlowers, 
personalities, &c. 

Believirig. as I most certainly do, that 
too much i$ really known here respecting 
the true state of things at the Islands, for 
these perverted statements to find many 
believers; I should scarcely have deemed 
them worthy of notice, had not Mrs. P. 
subsequently, in reply to certain ¢riticisms, 
made a call upon those “ whoever vis- 
ited or resided at the Sandwich Islands, not 
connected with the missionaries, to con- 
firm the truth” of her statements. 

Now this is carrying the joke rather too 
far—and while I must beg leave to differ 
with the lady author, such implicit candor 
calls for an impartial hearing. 

Mrs. P.’s sojourn at the Islands was lim- 
ited to a few weeks—rather a short time in 
which to acquire much personal knowledge 
of affairs, political, social, personal or of 
any sort. 

Her efforts during this brief period must 
have been of the most indefatigable nature, 
bringing to light some startling faets hith- 
esto unknown, even among the “ oldest 
inhabitants.” 

All that relates to the natives eating poe 
and fish—their habits, appearances, Xc., is 
not far from true. 
thing new in all this. Here comes news 
indeed. 

“ Millions of fowls are every where seen, 
and thirty hogs can be bought for seventy- 
five dollars The scenery of these Islands, 
too, is charming. Lofty hills and lovely 
dales, towering mountains, and smiling 
valleys, all covered with rich verdure, are 
delightfully intermingled. The acacia and 
rose geranium grows wild, sweet roses 
blossom all the year, and immense passion 
flowers, indigenuous, are the most common 
of vines.” 

Now being a resident and land-holder at 
the Islands, it would give me great plea- 
sure to confirm this statement, but unfortu- 
nately a slight degree of veracity compels 
me to assert, that the above leasing picture 
never existed, save in the fertile imagina- 
tion of the author. | 

Nearly the entire feathered race, as well 
as the majority among swine, were long 
since purchased at enormous prices, to 
please the discriminating palates of Califor- 
nia epicures—leaving us the alternative of 
spending the like suins, for such dainties, 
or dispensing with them. And a corrected. 
Price Current would show the price of 
miserable, measly pigs to be $4 and 86 
each. 

Any one that has ever visited the Islands, 
knows but too well, that the scenery is far 


_ from prepossessing, and that the lofty hills 


and mountains, instead of being “ all cov- 

ered with rich verdure,” are for the most 

as barren and dreary looking as the 
arrallones. 

It is true, that some of the valleys are 
fertile, and present a pleasing appearance— 
but not more than one eighth part of the 
land is fit for cultivation of any sort. 
Wherever the land is good it is rich in the 
extreme, but the barren tracts, are poor 
with a vengeance. 

As forthe “rose geraniums, immense 
passion flowers and sweet roses that blos- 
som all the year”—they must exist in some 
secluded deils, unknown to outsiders like 
myself. I have travelled over every Island 
in the group, but have never enjoyed the 
exquisite pleasure of having my “ sea nos- 
trils” tickled with the perfume of wild 
flowers. 


But to pass on to subjects worthy of wich Islands, and who are doubtless ready 


more serious consideration; and before say- 
ing a word in defence of the Missionaries. 
I wish again to state positively, that | am 


not connected with them in any way what-_ 


ever. I never contributed a cent for their 
support; I never believed it possible for 
them to succeed in making good Christians 
of any of the natives of Polynesia. | never 
believed that the great number of converts 
to be seen statistically reported in the Mis- 
sionary Herald were all of them good old 
fashioned steady-going orthodox people, 
nor any other wonderful story of like nature. 
But to charge upon the missionaries all 
the evils that exist among a naturally licen- 
tious people, whose evil p.ssions are con- 
stantly nourished by their intercourse with 
thousands of drunken sailors, is an injus- 
tice too to be tolerated by an impar- 
tial mind: Hear Mrs, P. on this point: 
“ What is the result of thirty years iF cate. 
labor! Diseas-d, powerless, de- 
graded—the people have weak | 
tion of slaves; nor dare they raise a haud 
in opposition, so complete is the bondage 
in which they are beld. Fined, imprisoned, 
whipped for disovedience, they see them- 
selves stripped of everything, by people 


who made laws to rob under, and therefore |
